REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record do not anticipate nor do they reasonably suggest the load 
cell deflasher assembly nor the method as claimed in claims 1 and 42. The closest prior 
art, Weeks (US 6,685,873) Weeks discloses the invention substantially as claimed except 
for a load cell pressure transducer. Another closely related prior art, Schorn et al (US 
5j299,478) teaches a punch press wherein a transducer (38, 42) is used to monitor and 
track the position of a ram so as to better control the velocities thereof and reduce noise. 
See c. 2, 1. 64 - c. 3, 1. 38. However, the Examiner agrees with the Applicant's arguments 
in that the Schorn et al transducers measure velocity as opposed to pressure, and 
therefore not combinable to obtain the claimed invention. Thus, it is believed that the 
lacking feature and steps in combination with all the other recited features and steps in 
the claims are allowable over the prior art of record.
